ST. PAUL, Deo. 15.—The report received 


We lute this afternoon that Sitting Ball 
bad been killed i« apparently confirmed by 
udvioss received by General Miles in this 
city. The Indian police arrested Silting 
Ball at his camp forty miles northwest of 
the agency, at daylight. Hia followers at- 
tempted to rescue biro, when fighting com- 
menced. Four of the police were killed 
and three wounded. Eight Indiana were 
killed, including Sitting Ball and bis son 
(Crow Foot), and several others were 
wounded. The police wera surrounded for 
some time, bat maintained their ground 
until relieved by the United States troops, 
who now have possession ot Sitting Ball's 
camp, with all the women, children and 
property of Sitting Ball's followers.

DEGREES CONFERRED ON STUDENTS 


WHO. CANNOT HEAR.

Che Wonderful Progress Iu the Education 


of the Deaf and Dumb—The Curriculum 
of the National College at Washington. 
Some' of th« Work Done. 


Very little is known about the ancient 


ireatment of the deaf, but Aristotle is 
reditedwibh saying somewhere in his 
musty works that the deaf are wholly 
ncapable of receiving intellectual in- 
traction. 
History tells us, however, 


hat deafness was sometimes deemed a 
visitation of divine wrath, and that the 
>oor victim was frequently destroyed to 
lave the family honor, or was classed 
with the idiotic or insane and treated as 
an outcast, 
This opinion must have 


>revailed many centuries, for it was 
vithin the last 150 years that it was dis- 
covered that the deaf were capable of 
receiving intellectual instruction. 


A college for deaf mutes wa? founded 


n the city of Washington about twenty- 
six years ago to combat the popular 
prejudice. The college grew and thrived. 
Few people know anything about the 
National Deaf Mute college, or the Co- 
lumbian Institution for the Deaf and 
Dumb, as it is known officially, at Ken- 
dall Green, Washington. A man who, 
dad he lived 1,000 years ago, might have 
been roasted because he could neither 
bear nor speak today studies moral phi- 
losophy, the calculus and ancient and 
modern languages, and graduates from a 
college with a degree. 


THK COLLEQK. 


The Columbia institution was incor- 


porated jji 1857, and has since then been 
sustained by copgress as an Institution 
where deaf mute children living in the 
District of Columbia and children of 
soldiers and sailors should receive free 
education. Ample provision is also made 
for deaf mutes from the states and ter- 
ritories, who have not the means of de- 
fraying the expenses of tuition, which 
amount to $250 a year. The institution 
continued for seven years as an ordinary 
high school, but in 1864 it was decided 
to organize a collegiate department, and

Some 150 farmers are said to have experi- 
mented in this way, with these astonishing 
results: Where no moulding or earthing up 
was done, the percentage of diseased tota- 
toes was 34; where the moulding was im- 
perfect, 12, and where the moalding wan 
perfect, only 1. Infection daring harvest 
was prevented by allowing the toburs to 
remain in the ground for a month after the 
withering of the topo, 


COLD WAVES. 


A cold wave is defined by Prof. T. Bus 


sell as a fall of temperature in twenty-four 
hours of 20 degrees over an area of 50,000 
square miles, the temperature in some part 
of this area descending to 36 degrees. Be 
tween 1880 and 1890 no less than 691 cold 
waves wore recorded in the United States. 
In the great cold wave of January 17, 18S2, 
the fall of 20 degrees extended over an area 
of 1,101,000 square miles, and the fall o£ 
10 degrees included 2,929,000 square miles. 
In six cold waves cf the ten years the area 
of the fall of 2U degrees was more than a 
million square miles.

congress passed an act authorizing the 
institution to confer collegiate degrees. 
The institution wan then divided into 
two departments, the school and the 
National Deaf Muto college. In one of 
his annual reports Dr. Edward M. Qal- 
laudet, the president of the college, says: 


"The object of the directors in estab- 


lishing a school of this grade, thus tak- 
ing a Btep unprecedented in the history 
of deaf muto instruction, was in part to 
prove what had been doubted by some, 
hat persons deprived of hearing anc 
peech could, in epite of their disability, 
ngage successfully in the advancec 
tudies pursued in colleges for the hear- 
ng. The more important erj ±' in view 
lowever, was to afford to a class of per- 
icns in the community, already numer- 
ous and increasing steadily with the 
>opulation, an opportunity to secure the 
idvantages of a rigid and thorough 
course of intellectual training in the 
ugher walks of literature and the lib- 
eral arts." 


The best evidence of the success of the 


movement can be found in this para- 
graph from the annual report of 1887 
which tells what pursuits some of the 
rraduates followed: 


WHERE THE GRADUATES GO. 


'Fifty who havo gone out frorn. the 


college have been engaged in teaching, 
one has entered the ministry, three have 
aecome editors and publishers of news- 
papers, three others have taken positions 
;onnected with journalism, ten have en- 
tered the civil service of the govern- 
ment, one while filling ft position as in- 
structor in a western institution has 
rendered important service to the coast 
survey as a microscopist, two have be- 
come accomplished draughtsmen in arch- 
itects' offices, one has been repeatedly 
elected recorder of deeds in ft southern 
city, and two others are recorders' clerks 
in the west. 


"Another has been elected city treas- 


urer and is at present cashier of a na- 
tional bank, one has become eminent as 
a practical chemist and asspyer, two 
have taken places in the faculty of their 
alma inr.ter and are rendering valuable 
service us instructors, some have gone 
into mercantile and other offices, some 
have undertaken business on their own 
account, while not a few have chosen 
agricultural and mechanical pursuits in 
which tho advantages of thorough men- 
tal training will give them a superiority 
over those not so well educated." 


Congress has been liberal with the 


In 1881 a fine gymnasium 
was completed, which cost ' 114,600.

A. Cruel Attack of One Tribe Upon 


other in the Wilds of Africa. 


Soon after Tippo Tib's occupation of 


Stanley Falls in 1879 rumors reached 
Yabnli and the neighboring villages of 
oppression and persecution by the Many- 
ema. Chiefs met together to inquire of 
each other the reason of this invasion. 
Less than three years after Stanley's 
fight with the Basoko at the mouth of 
the Arnwimi, the Manyema mercenaries 
of the Arabs attacked and destroyed sev- 
eral villages higher up the same river, 
having traveled overland from the Congo 
through the dense forests below Stanley 
Falls; and descending the Aruwimi river 
in canoes they laid waste all the villages 
by the way, capturing men and women, 
and imposing fines of ivory for their re- 
demption upon those of the natives who 
were fortunate enough to escape to the 
woods. 


Although every precaution was taken 
iy the people of Yabuli to guard against 
urprise, they instinctively felt impend- 
ng evil and a gloom settled over tho 
village affecting young and old alike. 
Jhey all appeared to realize their iso- 
ated position, escape being impossible 
as their neighbors were at enmity with 
;hem and with each other, and the poor 
wretches lived in a condition of fear 
bordering upon panic. 


At last the evil day arrived. Early 


me morning, just before daybreak, they 
were suddenly startled by the loud re- 
jorts of the Manyema guns. The forest 
iround the village appeared alive with 
armed men, who rushed among their 
dwellings from all sides, firing reckJess- 
y, sometimes in the air, into the doors 
of the huts, and at the panic stricken 
savages, who rushed toward the woods 
for shelter. A few of the braver natives 
stood their ground anil hurled spears 
and knives at their assailants, but one 
by one they dropped, shot by their bru- 
tal enemy. 


After firing their muzzle loading mus- 


kets many of the Manyema rushed upon 
the natives and clubbed, them with the 
butt end of their guns. Tho women en- 
cumbered with their children, whom 
they were bravely trying to carry off to 
the shelter of the woods, were soon over- 
taken by the Manyema, who roughly 
threw them to tho ground and bound 
their arms and legs. Nearly two-thirds 
of the women and children were capt- 
ured, including tho favorite wife 01 
loko; bnt many of tho men and a few 
women managed to escape to the woods.

He evince 1 great composure 


throughout and on tho scaffold spoke for 
fire minutes in substance as follows: 


"1 have been charged with a great many 


crimes; I killed three men and was right 
in doing it.

Auditor Williams' annual statement foi 


Washoe county for 1890 to the State Con- 
troller, made December 1st, makes a fine 
showing for the first and bast county in 
Nevada. The funded debt was $10,000 of 
Bridge bonds and $9,000 of State Agricul- 
tural Society bonds. The audited claims 
unpaid amounted to $656 92, The cash 
in the treasury was $37,301 25. Tho value 
of property belonging to the county was 
$87,250. The real propsrty assessment 
roll footed up $3,430,830 and the personal, 
$1.413,660, a total of $4,844,490. The 
taxes collected amounted to $88,080, and 
the delinquent roll $1,543 07, a total of 
$89,623 07. There were 1,344 poll taxes 
collected. The number ol registered voters 
was 1,925.
